Soviet Health 
It cannot be further denied that 
the capacity of the Soviet Union 
rests, among other things, on the in- 
ing numbers of the population of 
the country, which hes grown by more 
than 35,000,000 during the past ten 
years, and which now amounts to 
almost 170,000,000. A considerable 
share of this increase has resulted 
from the general rise of the cultural 
level of the population and from the 
success of the government's health 
program. 
The general mortality—before the 
revolution among the highest in the 
world—has dropped by 40 per cent,
